Leonard Jackson, one of the firs 


settlers in Charter Oak, the son o 
Alfred Jackson, who came to tha 
part of the valley in 1890, was foun< 
dead last week at his ranch horn 
in Fontana, the victim of a hear 
attack. He was 65 years old. 


Death came to Mr. Jackson at a 


time when his wife was temporarily 
away from the home. The body was 
viewed by the coroner, who said that 
it was evident he had succumbed 
suddenly from heart trouble from 
which it was known that he had 
been a subject. He was the owner 
of a lemon grove which he had been 
developing in the Fontana area. 


Leonard Jackson was born in 


England, and came to what is now 
West' Covina in 1889, afterwards 
starting the first bakery in Aiusa. 
le joined the force of Jevne's bak- 
ery in Los Angeles, and was known 
as the first baker to introduce the 
amous English Hot Cross buns into 
southern California.

think as of the scarcity age, when material 
things were not replaceable or difficult to re- 
place. Spain will be a better country, and 
soon, because of the destruction of much that 
should have been destroyed long ago. Spain 
will be a better country because it will bo 
forced to rebuild, not only in material prop- 
erty, but its moral structure: it will build on 
a new governmental concept. The damage of 
a lasting nature has come from the wrecking 
of human minds that still live on: in starva- 
tion, malnutrition, maiming and 
disease. 


These will leave their mournful impress for 
many generations. 


But it is a human mistake to believe that 


destruction of buildings, of man-made things. 
is a disaster. A city rises from ashes to build 
a better city. Old things long obsolete are 
swept away. Workmen will rejoice in new 
labor; money will circulate to found a new 
prosperity. 


The important thing in any disaster is to 


learn the lesson it presents. 
Civilization 


should learn to tear down its old buildings 
and its old idols peacefully, without killing 
each other, without starving each other. But 
the tearing down is not disaster. It is the be- 
ginning of progress.

Covina Inventor's 
Box Stacker 
Demonstrated 


He Dug Down for Readers, and 
Found a Gold-Mine— 


Two young men met by appointment forty 


years ago in New York city. One was Arthur 
Brisbane, just corning to be known as a 
trenchant writer of short editorials, the other 
William Randolph Hearst, making his first 
newspaper invasion of the east, after a local- 
ized success with his newspaper in San Fran- 
cisco. 


New York was not suffering for the need 


of another newspaper. The field was crowd- 
ed, so it seemed. Hearst's idea was to blast 
the United States mails, etc. This, power has 


way in by buying iTewspaper properties, 
af times been invoked, especially in times of 
transportation tie-ups. 


The reason why arbitration before courts 


has been almost invariably unsatisfactory is 
that courts, because they deal largely with 
the matter of the protection of property, have 
been property-minded, and while this has not 


subsidizing whole newspaper staffs to join 
him. This done, he realized that something 
more must be accomplished before he could 
establish a real foothold. 


Brisbane was a disciple of the "write it 


short—write it plain" doctrine. He believed 
that there were many thousands in New York 
who didn't read newspapers because they 
only understood a few hundred words. He 
began publishing Hearst editorials in type 
heavier than had ever been used for this pur- 
pose, and in words of one sylable preferred, 
rarely with more than two sylables. The sub- 
jects were invariably such as appealed to pri- 
mitive minds. Emphasis was introduced by 
lifting certain words one or two points in 
type. The typography looked as if a ten-year- 
old printer's devil had composed it when the 
foreman wasn't, looking. 


Bui the thousands of naturalized citizens 


just learning the language, and more thou- 
sands who could only get sense from printed 
matter by spelling out each word with finger 
on the page, began, to read. The new Hearst 
paper created a field of its own. 


Brisbane was a lifelong scholar, the son of 


a scholar and thinker. But he devoted his 
life io avoiding the erudite, the involved, in 
writing. Before he came most editorial writ- 
ers believed they must reveal how many 
words they knew, and that to "write down" 
to the public was something that would de- 
stroy the newspaper s prestige. 


As the years wern by. Brisbane 


became more refined, but his si 
persisted.

Recognition of labor's rights to property as

cents up. Commercial vehicles will 
pay the registration fee, vehicle li- 
cense fee and an additional fee, de- 
pending on weight and tire equip- 
ment. The cards show the name and 
address of registered owners, 1936 
license numbers, make and type of 
vehicles, and the registration and 
vehicle license fees. 


To renew license plates, Deems 


said, the certificate of registration, 
known as the "white slip," and the 
posted card should be presented at 
any branch of sub-branch office of 
the department of motor vehicles.

History Told 


Pasadena Rose Bowl, where on 


New Year's day Pittsburgh ^U and 
Washington TJ will clash in another 
football classic, is an outgrowth of 
that period when the novel "Ben 
Hur" wa_s popular and chariot racing 
created a furore all over the coun- 
try about forty-five years ago. 


The Rose Tournament began in 


1890. 
An athletic program always 


followed the morning parade and 
consisted of the usual horse and 
bike races, baseball games, sack and 
potato races—anything of the sort 
to entertain the crowds. When "Ben 
Hur" was at its peak as a best seller, 
it was suggested that the Tourna- 
ment association dispense with the 
old hop-skip-and-jump contests and 
stage chariot races in nts new 100- 
acre park on East California street 
in Pasadena. Immense crowds at- 
tended these events, and each year 
they grew larger. 


About the time the interest in 


chariot racing began 
to die but, 


football, as it is played now, attain- 
ed great popularity. 
The games 


were substituted for the chariot rac- 
ing and played in old Tournament 
park .Again the chowds doubled in 
size. Then it was decided to look 
for a football field sufficiently large 
to handle the great throngs, and the 
old bullfighting grounds south of 
Devil's Gate in the Arroyo Seco, 
northwest of Pasadena, was chosen. 


It 1922 it was decided to erect the 


present $300,000 bowl on 16 acres of 
the old bullfighting grounds. The 
original seating capacity of 65,000 
later was enlarged to 85,000. 


The first game played in the new- 


famous Rose Bowl was between 
Penn State and U.S.C., with U.S.C. 
winning 14 to 3 on New Year's day 
1923. 
Great crowds overran Pasa- 


dena, which for a decade or more 
has been one of the most widely ad- 
vertised towns in the nation. Since 
1923 twenty-six of the best teams in 
the country have played in the Rose 
Bowl.

Industrial employment in Califor- 


nia, except in the maritime field, 
continues by a sizable margin to ex- 
ceed last year's levels. In November 
the number employed was 7.6 per 
cent higher than that in November, 
1935; workers' average weekly earn- 
ings were 9.2 per cent larger; and 
total payrolls were 17.5 per cent 
larger.

TOTAL CITRUS ACREAGE 


Fire Prevention 
Program Extended 


By unanimous vote, the county 


board of supervisors last week made 
provision for an assistant in edu- 
cation in fire prevention and con- 
servation, to bring about greater 
public cooperation in protection of 
life and property. 


The position is to be filled by a 


civil service examination to be giv- 
en shortly by the civil service com- 
mission, and not by a temporary ap- 
pointment, the board of supervisors 
ordered, on motion of Supervisor 


A total of 743,000 acres is esti- 


mated to be devoted to the growing 
of oranges and grapefruit in the 
United States, according to figures 
issued by the U. S. department of 
agriculture. Of this, 615,000 acres 
are of bearing age and 127,000 not 
yet in bearing. 


"If all of this non-bearing acreage 


comes into production with no more 
than a normal mortality and if the 
present bearing acreage suffers no 
unusual setback, it is entirely prob- 
able that the average crop of or- 
anges and grapefruit combined for 
the next five years will amount to 
around 80,000,000 boxes. Such an 
average would be about 25 per cent 
larger than the average crops for 
the five years, 1928 to 1932. 


"There are about 447,000 acres of 


orange trees of bearing age. About 
half of this acreage has reached full 
production and about one-fourth is 
between five and ten years old, or in 
that period of growth during which 
production increases rapidly. 


AVERAGE CLIMBS 


"This probably means that where- 


as the average orange crop for the 
last five years has amounted to 
around 53,000,000 boxes, the aver- 
age can be expected to be around 
55,000,000 during the next five-year 
period. This trend of total orange 
production will be accounted for in 
a stationary or slightly downward 
trend in production of navel and 
other early varieties, and a continu- 
ation of the upward trend in the 
production of- valeneias and other 
late varieties. 


"Grapefruit production is increas- 


ing and promises to continue upward 
for another decade provided there is 
no unusual abandonment of acreage. 
It appears that crops of 20,000,000 
boxes or more can be expected with 
increasing frequency during the next 
decade, and it is not improbable that 
with good growing conditions in all 
sections crops above the 30,000,000 
level may be seen within the next 
ten years. 


"Crops as large as these, although 


occurring only occasionally, have al- 
ways resulted in a pronounced re- 
duction in the price the grower re- 
ceives for fruit.. Out of the last three 
orange crops, growers withheld from 
fresh fruit channels 
considerable 


quantities that would not pay the 
handling costs. Increased quantities 
of grapefruit have been diverted to 
canneries during the last three years 
and the pack of hearts and juice 
combined during the 1934-35 season 
nearly doubled the pack of the pre- 
vious year. 


BY-PRODUCT PROBLEM 


"This 
by-product 
diversion 


usually at relatively low prices, and 
;ome of the effect of the removal oi 
:ruit from the fresh market may be 
offset by competition of the canned 
product. It appears, therefore, that 
:he surplus problem for grapefruit 
will continue and will grow more 
acute as production increases. 


"The crop of both oranges and 
;rapefruit for the 1936-37 season 
promises to approach the record crop 
of 1934. There will probably be 
some reduction in price during the 
coming marketing season. The Span- 
sh revolution will undoubtedly af- 
ect citrus exports from that coun- 
ry. This may aid in the disposal 
of surplus fruit this season on the

both Canada and the United 


Stales, as well as a crop of valen- 
cias from California in volume not 
exceeding (he active demand occa- 
sioned by a greatly increased pur- 
chasing power, this district exported 
less than 5 per cent of the crop, in 
comparison with Ir.st year, when our 
exports amounted to 16 per cent. 
This marketing program put us in 
the position of being able to enjoy 
a consistently rising domestic mar- 
ket, witli an available volume of 
Covina fruit at all times on the 
market in sufficient quantity to se- 
cure and hold private sale business.

Figures for this community show 


that there are now 743 Democrats 
and 897 Republicans, these being the 
major parties with the exception of 
decline-to-state classification. 


Thruout the county, only 203,451 


out of the 1,39(>,GOG registered voters 
failed to vote at either of the two 
elections in August and November, 
Kerr announced.
